NEW DELEL — The newly pro- 
claimed state of Bangla Desh is the 
eighth most populous in the world. 
Its 75 milHon people live in an area 
of 55,000 square kilometres, which 
gives it ἃ population density of 
more than 1,360 persons a square 
mile. 

It has a U-shaped border with 
India and embraces two-thirds of 
the Ganges-Brahmaputra delta. The 
land is crisscrossed by rivers and 
tidal creeks. and has been aptly 
described ag “stretches of water 
with pieces of Jand between them.” 


The fa of Bangla Desh uous 
the territorial limits of the country 
in gold on a red circle, The 


background is green. ° 


These waterways form a natural, 
economical system of communica- 
tion which goes deep into the 
north-east Indian state of Assam. 

Bangla Desh is overwhelmingly 
agricultural. About 82 per cent of 
its people lve - in, villages, and 
about ‘65 per cent of the Jand is 
cultivated.” Almost 61} the arable 
area of 34 million acres is under 
the plough 

Rice and jute are the dominant 
crops and cover about 40 per cent 
of the area under cultivation. Tea 
is a fairly important cash crop, 
growa mainly in’ the Surma valley 
in the north and exported largely 
to West Pakistan 

Rice, the staple cereal, ls grown 
on 24.7 million acres and annual 
production is 17 million tons. This 
crop is insufficient to meet domes- 
tic needs, but output per acre is 
Tow under the primitive agricultu- 
ral methods employed now and it 
can easily double with the appll- 
cation of new technology deve- 
loped In Indla. 


Jute covers 2.4 million acres, and 


the one million tons produced yearly" 


account for 80 per cent of world 
output of this fibre. The forests of 
the Chittagong hill tracts adjoining 
Burma and in the delta are rich 
in timber and yield about 100,000 
tons a year, 

The soil of Bangla Desh is very 
fertile and rainfall is plentiful, but 
productivity is low. There are bare- 
ly 100 tractors in use for farming 
in the whole state, and the area 
they operate in is about 20,000 
acres, 

Dacca, the capital, has a popu- 
lation of one milion. It 1s 363 years 
old and was the headquarters of 
the old Mogul province of East 
Bengal. Traders of the English East 
India Company set up factories 
there in 1666 to export its fine 
muslins and gold and silver orna- 
ments to Hurope. 

Under the British it became a 
centre for railway and river t 
fic, and its main exports from 
19th century were rice, jute and 
tea. Until Calcutta outgrew it in 
the middle of the last century it 
was the centre of Bengali culture 
and political activity. 

The present city les north of the 

junction of two big” tributaries of 
the Ganges and extends over 28 
square miles. It has two river ports, 
Naryanganj and Madanganj.

Jute processing is the 
higgest industrial activity and many 
mills are located in Naryanganj. 
Cotton textiles, sugar, giless, 
matches, fertilizers, aluminium and 
cement are also produced for the 
home market, 

Bangla Desh has one oil refinery. 
It has sizeable inland deposits of 
natural gas, and the offshore areas 
in the Bay of Bengal are believed 
to hold substantial quantities of 
petroleum. 

The major port is Chittagong, 
which has a shipyard and dock- 
yard. Other ports capable of de- 
velopment are Cox's Bazaar, Chalna 
and Khulna. 


Massacre of Bengalis

Lotteries are 
an unfair tax 


recommendations submitted 
_by the Committee on Sports Lot- 
teries — appointed after the Etzioni 
inquiry into football rackets — were 
promptly approved by the ‘Minister 
of Education and Culture, and are 
expected to be applied soon in the 
form of appropriate legal amend- 
ments. 


It is to be hoped that the Knesset 
will not just rubberstamp them, but 
use this opportunity for a reap- 
Praisal of the issue of state-spon- 
sored lotteries, their financial suc- 
cease and thelr corruptive social im- 
pact. 

That the lotteries have raised sub- 
stantial funds for a number of im- 
portant purposes, cannot be denied. 
The Sportoto alone contributed al- 
most [Li4m. in the past fiscal year 
to financing projects connected 
with sporting events. The Payis lot- 
tery allocated about I[L47m. for 
grants and loans to health services 
over the four years 1966-67 to 1969- 
70. It also lent 1L110m. on easy 
terms for construction of schools 
and kindergartens, and provided 
smaller amounts for arts and 
for sciences. With accumulated as- 
sets over IL.300m., and with steadily 
rising sales proceeds, it will by 
now have increased Its financial 


contribution. The lotteries also pro- ing’ 


vide a source of livelihood and tan- 
gible profits for mrany people. 


The bad side 


The reverse side of these achieve- 
ments must also be takeu into ac- 
count, however. Whatever use is 
made of the lotteries’ profits, those 
profits are only made by catering 
to the popular gambling instinct, i.e. 
by an appeal to irrational forces, 
to every human being’s sup- 
pressed wish to improve his fortune 
by a sleight of hand. One need not 
be a Puritan in order to feel that 
such instincts run counter to social 
values, and that they are the oppo- 
site of the positive labour pbhiloso- 
phy supposedly upheld in this coun- 
try. Gambling is the psychic equi- 
valent of drug-taking, and it must 
have especially adverse effects in

Regulations, 1955, to ensure that the 
tools and equipment used for build- 
ing purposes be of good quality 
and in good condition. 

The District Court based its con- 
clusion that ‘Solel Boneh had been 
responsible for the quality and state 
of the tools used by the subcontrac- 
tors on regulation 7 of the above 
regulations, which provides:

The social impact of gambling 
cannot be easily measured.

spread. The survey also revealed 
that participation in lotteries is par- 
tleularly prevalent among the poor, 
and it is therefore mainly their 
money which provides the funds for 
stadiums and hospitals. The pro- 
ceeds of lotteries, although voluntari- 
ly paid, are in effect an eminent- 
ly regressive fiscal charge. The 
amounts which gambling contri- 
butes to public budgets could be 
raised in a more efficient and more 
equitable manner. 


The only argument advanced in 
favour of lotteries 1s that the gambl- 
i cannot be suppressed, and 
should therefore be provided with a 
publicly controled outlet free of 
corruption. This argument cannot 
be justified, however. First, it could 
be equally invoked in favour of l- 
cencing, and turning to profit, of 
any other vice. Also we have just 
witnessed how corruption has also 
crept into the publicly controlled 
gambling projects. The legal amend- 
ments now suggested are intended 
to prevent the abuses which were 
made possible by the previously 
existing loopholes. But they will not 
eliminate the lure of the big win, 
and the temptation to hit the jack- 
pot. This temptation has even been 
deliberately nurtured by steadily in- 
creasing the . One wonders 
whether this is the right policy to 
be approved by the Minister of 
Education.

US. to produce 
Soviet patent 


BURLINGTON, Vermont (AP).— 
RUSSIAN designed electron ac- 

celerators will be produced and 
sold in the U.S. says Jason Weis- 
man, president of Energy Sciences, 
Inc., which recently signed a patent 
licence agreement with the Soviet 
Institute of Nuclear Physics. 

The agreement permits Hmergy 
Sciences to produce the Russias- 
designed accelerators for commer- 
cial sale in North America with a 
percentage of the profits going to 
the Soviet Laboratory. 

Accelerators can bombard mater- 
ials with electrons and change their 
Molecular structure. They can be 
used to sterilize bandages, cross- 
link insulation for wire and cable 
and change the behaviour of plas-

cal components, will be manufac- 
tured here.

Judgment 

Justice Kahn, who delivered the 
reasoned judgment of the Supreme 
Court, noted that the District Court 
had found that the appellants’ 
workers had in fact not been em- 
ployed on any building operations 
at the time the accident had occur- 
red to the respondent.

‘He was of the opinion, Justice 
Kahn held, that this decision of the 
District Court was perfectly cor- 
rect, and that the construction which 
the appellants sought to place on 
was far from feasible 
and certainly not demanded by its 
wording. There is no doubt, he con- 
tinued, that the appellants were the 
principal contractors, having under- 
taken to build the school in ques- 
tion for the Ministry of Housing, 
and having organized the work, 
made appropriate arrangemects 
with the subcontractors, supervised 
their work and even supplied them 
with some of the tools, In other 
words, the appellants as principal 
contractors, had “undertaken bullid- 
ing operations” even though they 
had not employed their own work- 
ers on these operations, since the 
organization and supervision of the 
work is the main business of the 
principal contractor, the very term 


“principal contractor” testifying to 
the fact that he employs subcon- 
tractors to do the actual work.

This policy, if 
adopted, will impose three types of 
costs on Israel; lower productivity 
aad output for the nation, personal 
hardship on the aged, and direct 
costs to the government. 

At present, by allowing individuals 
upoa retirement to make the choice 
between having 2 pensior fund al- 
locate their savings to various uses, 
the income from which will be 
given to them in the form of month- 
ly pension payments, or of making 
the investment decisions themselves, 
The nation gains much, An in- 
dividual will only rake his savings 
from the pension fund i he reels it 
will be more productive in his own 
hands. Generally this means that 
the money, and the resources they 
command, will earn a higher rate 
of return in some alternative use. 
If the funds are earning a higher 
rate of retura, there are more goods 
and services being produced ia the 
nation than would otherwise be the 
case. The differential between the lev- 
els of goods and services produced 
in each situation comprises the first 
Category of cost. 

Mr. Dean points out that many 
of the pensioners utilize these funds 
to open smal! businesses, Preventing 
this not only imposes a cost upon 
the society as a whole, ip the form 
of sacrificed higher output, but re-

It would be unjust to suggest 
that television and radio reporting 
of the events in Northern Ireland 
has not, in the opinion of most 
informed commentators, succeeded 
to a great extent in maintaining a 
high standard of objectivity and 
political analysis. But the pressures 
from both sides remain a bleak 
reminder of the way in which the 
tensions of the Northern Ireland 
situation have begun to affect Bri- 
tish life.

τ' is now 25 years since Unesco 
— the United Nations Educa- 
tional, Scientific and Cultural Or- 
ganization — was created. Its offi- 
cial establishment gots back to 
November 4, 1946, after 20 coun- 
tries ratified its Constitution which 
was drawn up a year earlier in Lon- 
don at a conference attended by 
representatives of 44 nations. To- 
day there are 125 member states, 
some 60 of them new countrics 
which at the time of Unesco’'s crea- 
tion did not even exist as indepen- 
dent sovereign states. 
Its Constitution charges Unesca 
with three great responalbilities: 
“., to help in the advancement and 
spread of knowledge; to give a vi- 
gorous impulse to the development 
of education and the spread of 
science; to work for knowledge and 
mutual unde: among 18» 
tions.” In the words of ita Direc~ 
tor-General, France's M. Rene Ma~ 
“a decisive evolution” hoes 
taken place in Unesco during the 
past dozen years, for the develop. 


}ing countries have immense nee 


fields of education and 


ing schools and providing places 
for 92,000. Since 1950, Unesco and 
Unrwa have conducted a joint pro- 
gramme for the education of refugee 
children in the Middle Hast. This is 
ἃ unique example of joint direct 
action undertaken directly by inter- 
national bodies. The number of chil- 
@ren who benefit from this pro- 
gtamme now exceeds 300,000. Mast 
of them attend the 484 Unesco/ 
Unrwa primary or preparatory 
schools whose teachers number over 
7,000. and are mostly of Palestinian 
origin. The number of children edu- 
cated in this manner has risen from 
35,000 in 1950 to 187,000 in 1967 
end, following the Six Day War, 
totalled 283,000 last year. 

GAZA STUDENTS 
Thanks to Unesco, more thon 
15,000 students from the Gaza Strip 
were able to sit- for graduation 
examinations jn 1964 and again in 
1970. With the cooperation of the 
Israel authorities, papers were sent 
to Cairo for correction, thus enabl- 
ing successful candidates to quality 
for continuing their studies in Arab 
universities. 

Unesco has played a Key role in 
standardizing scientific terminology. 
In 1951 it published the first edi- 
tlon of its “Bibliography of Muitilin- 
gual Scientific and Techuical Dic- 
tionaries.” The fifth edition, which 
‘was published last year, 15 a retro- 


— all appearing 
after 1949 — under 263 headings 
and which refer to 75 languages. 

Israel has worked hand in hand 
with Unesco in the organization's 
efforts to coordinate research into 
the world's arid zones, which ac- 
count for one-third of its land sur- 
face. This undertaking has been one 
of Unesco’s major projects. Hun- 
areds of scientists from some 40 
countries took part in 20 inter- 
national seminars on bydrology, 
problems of salinity, climatology, 
Solar and aeolian energy, and ve- 
getable, human and animal ecology. 
The International Hydrological De- 
cade, which Unesco launched in 1965, 
ig an extension of this programme. 
Another was the Intergovernmental 
Conference on the Biosphere which, 
in 1968, was the first meeting of 
government representatives to study, 
at ἃ worldwide level, the problems 
of over-exploitation of the earth's 
matnral resources. These problems 
are growing worse every day as 
urbanization and pollution increase 
in the wake of the population ex- 
Plosion. 

SOCIAL AND HUMAN 
In the field of social and human 
sciences, and culture, Unesco has 
‘been in the reported the ale yd 
against racial prejudice thro a 
programme of scientific informa- 
tion. Its experts — anthropologists, 
geneticiste, ethnologists, δοοίοϊο- 
gists, historians, jurists — have 
worked out four Declarations on 
the racial question which have had 
worldwide repercussions. Unesco 
has also published “The Race Ques- 
tion in Modern Science,” a series of 
studies carried out by Harry L. Sha- 
piro, Claude Levi-Strauss, Otto ἘΠ- 


To watch over the conservation 
and protection of monuments in 
time of war Unesco set up a con- 
vention which 68 member states had 
signed up to the dDeginaing of this 
year. About 250 experts have been 
sent to 64 countries to help them 
protect their cultura! monuments. 
Unesco’s Nublan Campaign, which 
was opened in 1960, made it pos- 
sible to dismantle 22 temples which 
were threatened by the rising waters 
of the Aswan Dam. Most of these 
have already been reassembled, in- 
cluding the famous temples of Abu 
Simbel for which Unesco raised 
over $20 million out of the $36 mil- 
lon required. The monuments on 
the island of Philee still remain 
and their removal, which will cost 
about $13 million, is due to begin 
soon. As in the case of Abu Sim- 
bel Unesco will collect voluntary

The conference last week came 
at au appropriate time as prostitu- 
tion has heen much in the sews in 
New York in recent months, Po- 
lice attribute two murders and se- 
verai armed robberies in the theatre 
and hotel] district in the aummer to 
prostitutes. Business associations in 
the area have proteated that street 
walkers were harassing hotel and 
restaurant customers. 


Mayor John Lindsay set up a spe- 
cial anti-prostitution task force and 

ice cracked-down on street walk- 
ers following these protests. In 
September, New York Srate Legisla- 
tors held public hearitgs on the 
idea of legalizing prostitution, along 
with other so-called “victimless” 
crimes. such as gambliag. 


VICTIMS AND 
The feminists at the conference 


however opposed legalization. They 
emphasized that prostitution was 


was the victim. 

The New York radical feminists, 
largest of the sponsoring organiza- 
tions, 3aid: “We ask for stiff 
penalties against the john {a prosti- 
tute’s client) and the repeal of 
all laws against prostitutes.” 

Ths position was also supported 
by another sponsoring group, The 
Feminists. 

“We are letting men mow we are 
omto thelr game, their polities and 
are out to destroy them,” one speak- 
er said, 

But ἃ different pos:tlon was pre- 

sented by the New Demosratie Coa- 
lition-Women's Rights Committee 
(N.D.C.). It advocated an end to all 
laws dealing with prostitution, In- 
cluding those whick deat with 
eilents, 
“It makes τὸ sefse τὸ sa: 
crime to sell a product, yet 
to buy a product,” an 
spokeswoman sald. 

Both opposing groups however 
agreed that lifting the criminal 
stigma from prostitution was very 
different from legalizing it.

the Women’s Liberationists would 


Increase the use of massage par- 
lors as fronts for prostitution opera- 
tions and “men would capitalize on 
the sttuation.” 

The three prostitutes said that any 
change in the status of prostitution 
should be dealt with by women in 
the “profession.” 

About the only change in prostitu- 
tion that the three supported was 
the replacement of pimps with 
groups of women, who would pro- 
tect the prostitutes from physical 
violence and give them a feeling 
that there was someone in the world 
who cared for them.

The Liberian envoy concedes that 
re was surprised at the turn of 
events at the United Nations fol- 
lowing the mission. It had heen his 
understanding that the Presidents 
had decided to recommend the re- 
sumption of the Jarring mission 
without any pre-conditions. ‘I don't 
know what happened, but many 
things go on behind the scenes at 
the United Nations.” Mr. Yancy 
from first-hand experience, 
having done a stint In New York 
as @ member of ‘his country’s dele- 
gation to the world organization. 


SCHOLAR AND TEACHER 

Essentially a scholar and edu- 
ecator who entered the diplomatic 
field only in 1957 after serving 
five years a3 Minister of Education, 
Yancy has written three books. 
His first came about as a result 
of his studies in the U.S. at Wilber- 
force University, Ohio, where his 
major gubjects were political sci- 
ence and Engilsh. While an under- 
graduate, he was asked so many 
questions about Liberia that he sat 
down and wrote a book, which was 
subsequently adopted by Liberla 85 
a standard text-book on the coun- 
try's history. 

In 1968, he was elected Liberla’s 
“Man of the Year” in Monrovia for 
his life-long contribution to educa- 
tion. He is going home to retire 
and -hopes to write a book on his 
tour of duty In Israel. However, it 
may not be published before 1977, 
for Liberian law requires the pass- 
age of five years between a diplo- 
mat's conclusion of his post and 
the appearance of his memoires. 

Of his many years in Israel, the 
ambassador says they were highly 
interesting and intriguing. He tra- 


& yelled extensively around the coun- 


try. “It gave me a ‘wonderful op- 
portunity to understand more about 
the Bible, particularily when I read 
a@beut Jesus and other Biblical 
figures, about his recruiting his dis- 


of ciples in Galilee, or where Moses 


had led the children of Israel.” 


It had also given him a greater 
appreciation of the Jewish people, 
and & better understanding of how 


. they have been “Influenced by reli- 


gion and their ancient culture, how 
their background, trials and tribu- 
lations have shaped their dynamic 
character and dedication to. their 
cause.” 

On the scoctal aide, he had care- 
fully looked into the kibbutz move- 
ment, and come to the conclusion 
that # could not work In Liberia 
in the country’s present stage of 


-Gevelopment. On the other hand, the 


Gadna movement hid caught on 
quickly among the Liberian youth 
as the National Youth Sfovement. 
A number of Liberian youngsters had 
come to Israel for training in the 
Gadna, he recalled.

Mr. Yancy's position as doyen of 
the Diplomatic Corps had Imposed 
responsibilities on him in addition 
to his normal diplomatic duties, in- 
volving more travel and represen- 
tative attendance at functions which 


: @ld not call for the presence of the 
{ entire corps. But these duties gave 


nim “a certain amount of satisfac- 
tion, and I always met with ready 
cooperation throughout the period.” 

There was also tae extensive en- 
tertainment required of the doyen, 
though here, he gratefully acknow- 
ledges, Mra. Yancy took the brunt 
of the burden of hts shoulders. 
“Most of It was in any case handled 
by caterers," Mary Louise Yancy 
adds modestly. 

Mrs. Yancy own toterests, how- 
ever, extended ta a number of 
women’s and sovial projects here, 
Including Wizo, the Anti-Cancer As- 
sociation and the Alyn Association 
for disabled children, 

Mr. Yancy’s departure on Tues- 
day Is to be followed within a few 
days by that of the deputy doyen. 
Ambassador Francesca Fernandez 
Hall of Guatemzla. The Liberian 
envoy, who took over as doyen from 
Soviet Ambassador Mikhail Bodrov 
in 1964, is to be succeeded by his 
American colleague. Walworth Bar- 
bour. 

The new Liberian Ambassador has 
mot yet been announced, “but I'm 
sure Monrovia will send a good 
man,” says the outgoing envoy. 

The Yancys are retiring to their 
home in Cape Palmas, where Mr. 
Yancy was born,and he expects to 
devote his time to writing, with, of 
course, frequent visits to Monrovia.

Moshe Avnimelech, 
geologist, dies 


Moshe A. Avnimelech, Professor 
Emeritus of Paleontology and Geo- 
logy at the Hebrew University, 
died in Jerusalem on Frid2y at the 
age of 72 after a prolonged illness. 

Born in Warsaw, Professor Avni- 
melech came to this country in 
1922, and received his doctorate in 
geology from the University of 
Grenoble in 1926. From his ap- 
pointment as Lecturer at the Heb- 
rew University in 1930 until his 
retirement four vears ago, he was 
instrumental in building up paleon~ 
tological teaching at the Univer- 
sity, amd made notable research 
contributions to the field of general 
geology. He founded the micro- 
paleontology laboratory of the Gov~ 
ernment Geological Survey.

While it can be assumed that the 
majority of the missiles would, in 
the event of an attack, be brought 
down ibefore they could reach their 
targets, there can be no guarantee- 
that some of the missiles would 
not succeed in eluding Israeli de- 
fences to deliver their 500 kilogram 
warheads. 

The TU 16s could fire their mis- 
siles from a distance of some 200 
kilometres from their targets but 
would then still have to retreat over 
400 kilometres to the rela- 
tive safety of the Egyptian main- 
land. Since the planes are also sub- 
sonic they would run a considerable 
risk of being overtaken and shot 
down by the much faster Israeli 
Phantom or Mirage jets.
